Cystic fibrosis is one of the
most common and one of the
most serious of childhood's
chronic diseases. In the report
of a survey made by the US
Children’'s Bureau in 1959, it
was stated that cystic fibrosis
posed a serious public health
problem and that is far out
weighed, as a cause of death in

children, such well-known dis- |

eases as rheumatic fever, dia-
betes, and poliomyelitis

It was not until 1938 that
eystic fibrosis was recognized
as a separate disease. Prior
to this time, the illness was
confused with certain condi-
tions that included pneumonia

One
genetic study indicates that
about one in every 20 persons
is a carrier of the CF-produc-
ing gene. When both parents
carry this recessive gene, the
disease appears to be genetic-
ally transmitted as a recessive
trait. There is no way of tell-
ing at present whether a per-
son is or is not a carrier of
